died at 5:50 p. m. yesterday of a 
heart attack. He was 65.

nence when his 
boyhood friend, 


Harry S. Truman, became Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


As he would have Wished it. Ross 


died at his desk and as a reporter. 


"It was characteristic of Charlie 


Ross that he was holding a press 
conference when the s u m m o n s 
came." Mr. Truman said in a state- 
ment. "He fell at his post, a cas- 
ualty of his fidelity to duty and his 
d e t e r minalion that our people | 
should know the .truth, and all the 
truth, in these critical times."
